LUKEY'S LOST LEDGE. 



Anotlier Attempt to Catch the Will 
0' the Wisp of Qaeen 
Charlotte's. 



Victoria Intereated ia the Preaeut 
Search— History of tlio 
Famous Ledge. 



"The loab lodo of Queen Charlotte's," 
which haa already lured a dozen or more 
gray haired prospectors to financial ruin and 
half that Dumber to their death, is once 
again the objecb of a systematic search ; and 
whether or not the present expedition will 
share tho unfortunate fato of ita prodo 
cesaora will in all likelihood bo disclosed on 
the noil return of the steamer Danube from 
the North. " Never give up " is tho miner's 
motto, and if persistent endeavor may ^e 
counted upon for ita reward, Mr. Frank 
Mitchell — a nephew of the lato Senator 
Stanford, of California — and hia Victoria 
aaaociate in the proaent search hope to 
writo thomaelvea milllonairoa before tho close 
of the proaent year. 

It ia Mr, Mitchell who is in person mak- 
ing thia latest exploration of Moresby island 
for the famoua disappearing ledge, hia 
partner in thia city having borne tho ox- 
penao of outfitting the little expedition witb 
a aharo and-ahare alike interest in ita re- 
aulta. For ro&Bone of his own Mr, Mitchell 
decided to work alone after reuohing the 
field of operations, aod Jaok Maorae, for- 
merly mate of the steamer Maude, who ao- 
companlod hin:i North about one month ago, 
is now back in the oity again. 

Before they separated, Mitchell and Mac- 
rae pulled in a rowboat upwards of GOO 
miles along the west coast of the treasure 
island, eoarchlng every promising cove and 
inlet along that little known shore, but find- 
ing nothing, and in all their hazwdous 
voyage not seeing a baman face. 

Mitchell, who oontinnes the search alone, 
is reported by recent arrivals from the 
North to be more hopeful than over, and to 
place abaolute reliance in a tip which he not 
long ago received from a friendly Maaaot 
chief. Aa to thia Maorae will aay nothing ; 
in fact hia lipa are cloAely sealed aa to every- 
thing concerning hia eventful tour and ap- 
plication to him for any information in con- 
nection is time and trouble waatcil. Though 
he will not confirm the report that Mitchell 
haa received an important communication in 
regard to hia quest, neither does ho give it 
a denial ; if the curronb report is true, the 
belief of old minora that the Indiana could 
unfold the secret if Ihuy would is likely to 
be proved correct. It was a Macset Indiau 
who ten years ago oflered to conduct the 
original finder of tho treasure once again to 
the spot where he unwittingly bad made hia 
diacovery away back In 1852. 

When Lukey returned the following 
spring to exact fulfilment of the promise tho 
Indian was dead. 

The finding of this phantom lode of Queen 
Charlotte's is in many rMpecti a stranger 
story than that cf the famoua " Loat Gun- 
sight " of the Arizona desert or the " Lost 
Sagebash " of Colorado. It was only 
a few months after " Captain Gold " 
had set the mining oommunity here 
ablozj with his stories of his iaiand'a 
yellow wealth that aomo seventy 
excited prospeotora chartered a achoonor and 
with it visited Gold harbor and the country 
round about. Thoy spent considoniblo time 
proBpccting tho rough and dlfiicult coist, 
with but little auccoas — then returned to 
Victoria and disbaudod. 

During thoir exploration of tho island one 
of the party, Silas Lukoy, an Kastern ten- 
derfoot with no knowledge of minerals, came 
across a nine-inch lodge in his wanderinge 
and knocked off a fow apocimons almost me- 
chanically. When lie showed tho rock to 
his compuniona thoy laughed at him an 1 
told him ib waa plumbago. He took th i 
sample back to Portland with him and out 
of casual curiosity had It aaaayod, tho asaay- 
er informing him, much to his aatoniahmonb, 
that it ran upwards of fifty per cent, in ail- 
ver. Firmly oonvinoed that hia friends had 
planned a joke at his expense he refused to 
pay for I he assay and departed from the 
aasay ofboa in high indignation. 

From Oregon he drifted to Colorado and 
one day oame aoross some minora theio 
working on a narrow little bit of ribbon of 
exactly tho same kind of Stuff. He had 
strangely enough preaorvod some of hiasan:- 
plea, and a compariaon with tho mineral up- 
on whioh the men were working showed it 
to bo tho same — only of higher grade. He 
then had another aasay mado, and all his 
doubts wore set at rest. 

Eight or nino yeura aeo, having saved for 
years in order to do so, ho returned to 
Queen Chorlotto'a in search of the lost 
lodge. For throo months ho searched, but 
was unablo to locato ib. Jusb an ho waa 
about to louvo tho island ho became ac- 
quainted with an Indian, who aaid that he 
linow tho apob and would guide him to it 
when spring oamo. When tho winter waa 
over the Indies waa dead ; before July Lu- 
key had followed him to the graved '

This suit waa 
made to order in u Chineao tailor shop, and 
is made of Ffonoh goods. Any ono of your 
'loading tailora would cli iri^s mo sixty gold 
(lollars for a like suit, but it only coat mo 
fiftoen sliver dollars, or about i~ 5U in gold. 
Tho shoos I wear may not bo in harmony 
with your fastidious Chiosgo styles, yet I 
.sm sure thpy would coat §10 miido to order 
hero, while made to order in a (Jhinoau shoo 
shop thev coat mo $1.40. And why this 
grout dilfiirenoo in cost? Uecuuse, uod I 
am qlud in ia sd. the Amorionn tailor is able 
m inAio $3 to §5 » duy in gold, while the 
professional Chinese ooatmaker gets but 12,^ 
cents in gold." 

Even free traders, when they see China 
and Japan producing exoellent goods at 
ridioulously low prloes, will have to admit 
that their Idolized system has its limita- 
tions, and that it will not do to allow Eog- 
liahmen, Sootohmen and Irishmen to starve 
in order that Chinamen and Japanese may 
grow fat. When free traders in Great 
Britain are face to face with this alterna- 
tive, it is not dllEculb to predict what oonrse 
they will take. 



fngs, that It waa even hinted that the mli- 

aionarlos brought the outra(;es on thomselves 
by acta that wore Improper or evon Icjudlcl- 
ous. It will have to be admitted that If, as 
is atatod by acme oynioal travellers, 
the British residents in China entertain but 
little respect for tbejnissionarlea, something 
would have bsen said by some one at these 
gatherings in extenuation of tho criminal 
violence of the Chinese. If the missionnrios 
had in any way provohod attack the British 
roaiiienta would know somothing about tho 
na'uro of the provocation, and aome of them 
would be sure to have oenanred the mission- 
aries for unnecessarily expoiiDg not only 
themselves, bub all foroignora in the Chlotae 
Empire to danger. 



UNLOOKED FOR GOMPBTITIOS. 

It is beginning to bo seen that the open- 
ing up of China to European enterprise and 
the progress of Japan in the useful arts are 
not likely to be aaeh very great advaatatjes 
to the nations of Europe and America as 
was onoe anpposed. The reason of thia Is 
that both the Chinese and the Japanese are 
good learners and clover imitators, and that 
labor in both countries ia very cheap indeed. 
Instead of being good customers to the 
maaofaoliTirers of the nations of the West, 
China and Japan bid fair to be formidable 
rivals. In the mannfacture of many 
lines of goods the Japaneae have 
already made considerable progress. 
In the not distant future they will not only 
prodnes enough for home consumption, but 
they will be in a position to export to other 
ooantrlea, and their cheap labor will enable 
them to sell at what are now con- 
sidered ridlcnloualy low prices. The 
free trade system of Great Britain 
will then be put to a very severe 
test. Will the British Government be 
allowed to sacrifice Manchester, Birming- 
ham and aooros of other manufacturing 
cities, towns and villages in ordsr that 
China and Japan may have Great Britain as 
a market for their cheap goods 1 Thia state 
of things ia not so improbable or so distant 
aa aome people appear to imagine. Mr. L. 
S. J. Hunt, well and favorably known on 
the Pacific Coaat as an able man and a keen 
obaerver, having jaab returned from a long 
visit to China and Japan, waa Interviewed 
by a reporter of the Seattle Posb-Iotelli> 
genoer. Mr. Hunt was deeply impressed 
with the progress which both these countries 
have made in the useful arts, and he be. 
lieves that they are hound to advance until 
they beoome the eqaals of any of the 
civilized DAtloDa In manufftotares. "Mr. 
Hank, " the interviewer says, " is ooo 
rj&oed that Japan and China will in a few 
years bs able to manufaoture for the wholo 
world, and that tho cheap labor of these 
countries, once tho opportunity is presented, 
will defy compotition : 

" From .") to 10 cents a day," said Mr. 
Hunt, " these aro tho wugisa paid to opera- 
tivea in Ghlnoao cotton nulla. Tho indua- 
triea of tho United Statoa nood protection 
not from Europe particularly, but from tho 
results of cheap labor in the Orient. Should 
the ports of this country be thrown open 
free to the Oriental manufacturers, tho pro- 
ducer of raw materials would suffer uliko 
with the American mannfactarer. Free 
trade with China and Japan would be rain- 
ouB to the United States, and anyone who 
his watched the growth of Indnstries in tho 
Orient will soon learn that there ia more to 
fear from the latter than from all the coun- 
tries iu the Old World. Take the moat 
radical fi'90 trader of thia country and let 
him make a careful study of the iuduatrial 
conditions of China and Japan. If ho is u 
fair minded mon and hua tho greatneaa of 
charootor to admit a mistake when onco 
oonvinood of it ; if ho places tho wolfaro of 
his countrymen above and beyond tho quea- 
tion of p»rty, you can roat aaaurod ho will 
return to tho land of tho ' Stars and Stripes' 
a protootioniab. 

" I am not dispoaed to oriticiao tho policy 
of our govornmont in excluding Chinoao 
labor, but why ahould not that policy bo 
broadonod and tho Japaneae oxoludod as 
well ? However, the American laborer will 
find that Asiatic labor in its native homo 
will be a far more dangerous rival than 
Asiatic labor transferred to tho United 
States ever oonid be if our national policy 
ever beoomea ono that admits Oriental 
goods free. Either China or Japan can to- 
day ship colitou from Liverpool, manufacture 
it into fabrloa, ship the manufactured goods 
back to Mancheater, the home of the 
spindle, and underbid the Engliahmen in 
compotition for Amorioan trade. 

" Tho only reaaon why China and Japan 
are to-day largo buyora of English and 
American plooo goods ia because they only 
learned to manufacture a few years ago and 
have not yet the spindlo capaoity for their 
homo demand. I advise political oconomiata 
in their theorizing, however, to oonaldur tho 
devolopmont that will take place In China 
and Japan in the immediate future, as no 
moan factor in tho formula of thoir teach- 
ings. Oaake, Japan, within the past six 
years bat Krown to a city of amokestaoks 
whloh noNevr England cotton centre o.n 



WHAT THB RBSIDBNTS SAY. 

Much haa bean said and written about the 
massacre of mies'onariea in China and tholr 
ill-treatment in general, by poraons who 
know nothing about the matter except from 
hearsRy. Miah Of what is supposed to be 
information relative to the position of mis 
eionariea in China — respecting the way In 
which they conduct themselves, and tho re 
suit of their labors — It would bo folly to rely 
upon. If we are to boliovo some who pose 
as authorities on missionary cfToib in China, 
tho missionaries as a class are lazy, self-in- 
dulgent and by no means intelligent). Thoy, 
it is asserted, take no tronble to acqu^lut 
themselves with the opinions, the prejudices 
and tho superstitions of the Chinese 
whom thoy have been sent out 
to teaeh. Thoy aro, consequently, 
perpetually doing things which aro 
In direct oppcsiclon to Chinese ideas of 
propriety, and which are therefore calculat- 
ed to strengthen and intensify the preju- 
dices of the people against foreigners. The 
success of auch nilaalonarics in converting 
Chineao to Chriatianity ia declared to bo in- 
Snitoaimal, and the detractors of the mis- 
sionaries add that much even of this success 
ia more apparent than real, for many of the 
ao-called converts have expressed a deaire to 
embrace the Christian religion from inter- 
oated motives. 

Thero are others who look upon the mis- 
sionaries in Cbina as devout, pure-minded, 
disinterested mon and women who have de- 
voted their lives to the work of Christianiz- 
ing China. tFhey go abont their work for 
the most part prudently and judiclouely, 
and are oarefai not to give offenco 
to those among whom they labor. 
The outrages against missionaries are not 
provoked by anything that they say 
or do in the oause of religion. They 
aro the result of deep-seated prtjudlce, not 
against them as teachers of Christianity but 
as foreigners. Any other foreigners, it is 
contended, no matter how they treated the 
natives, would be, in places distant from tho 
treaty ports, exposed to the same dangers as 
the misaionarios. 

It may bo well to inquire how Eoglishmen 
and other Europeans living in China regard 
the outrages upon missionaries. Do thoy 
try to find excuses for tho Chinese rioters 
and murdorors, or do they aaaorb or insinu- 
ate that the missionaries could not ex- 
pect any Other treatment at the hands 
of the natives than that which they 
receive? Nothing of the kind. As 
soon aa the news of the maaaacrea reached 
tho British communities In China indigna- 
tion mootinga wore held, ard those who 
apoko at them freely expressed their esti- 
mate of the Chinese character and of the 
nature of the government of the country. 
For instance, the following from the London 
Times : 

A crowded meeting at Hongkong, rrpro- 
senting all races and creeds, hold un^'or tho 
proaifionoy of tho Chiof Juatico, has un.vni- 
moualy pasaod roHoluiiona condemnini; llio 
failuro of tho British Goi-ornmonb to re-ili/.o 
that ('liina ia hopelessly auvago, declaring 
hor entry into tho comity of nations to bo 
nonaenao, she being unwilling or unable to 
prevent revolting outrages upon Brltieh 
women and ohildren, and insisting that a 
complete change of policy and swift and 
stern action are necessary. 

Tho following message was, under in- 
struction, forwarded to the editor of the 
Tiniea by tho chairman of a public meeting 
hold at Shanghai : 

" Wo atrongly urge upon the British peo- 
ple and tho House of Commons chat Lord 
Salisbury's demands are utterly inadrquito. 
Tho Chinese have always promised to pro- 
tect) tho missiotiB and puniah the guilty, bub 
thoy never perform their promieos. We 
believe that outrages are generally inspired 
by oliioials. lb ia imperative that tho Con- 
sul at Fu'Chan should have a British escort. 
The Qhengta Commission must be reformed. 
Both oases rcqtiire more than one British 
oQioIal of adequate rank. Delay will be 
daogerons to the outposts of the mission ata- 
tions." 

The oomtcanity of Swaton in pnbllo meet- 
ing begged the assiatanoe of the Times in in- 
fluonciug public opinion with regard to the 
Ku-Chong mossaoro. A publin meeting of 
the foreign residents at Tien-tsin expressed 
its opinion that the maaaacre ia the natural 
outcome of the miataken lenienoy 
with regard to Chinese oat- 
rages during the past thirty years, 
" The meeting declared its disgust at tho 
platonic remedloa attributed to tho British 
Government which had hitherto proved 
futllo." It advised drastic local reprisals in 
every case of outrage. 

Not one word was aaid at any of those 
meetings re&eoblDg on the condnob of the 
miealonariea. It does no,t appear, aa far aa 
can bo seen from the aoooanta of the meet- 
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HBAVY EXPBNDITURE. 

Tho Govornmont of the United States is 
seriously considering the course it must take 
in order to put its long line of sea-coast in 
something like a proper state oj defence. 
The War department has estimated that it 
will take tho very large sum of §-18, 000,000 
in order to fortify the seaboard and tho lake 
coaat. This la a very largo aum for oven tho 
United States to appropriate for suoh a pur- 
poae. But is ia not, however, proposed to 
spend it all at once. The expenditure is to 
be spread over twelve years, and four mil- 
liono A year devoted to making the seaboard 
citLo of the country secure does cot 
appear to be by any moana an ex- 
travagant rum. Tho only foar ia 
before the fortifications are finished 
artillery first put in position 
be out of date. Improvements are made so 
rapidly in gnns,',io ammunition and in pro- 
jeotiles that it is not easy to aay to-day how 
tho aoa-ooast ahould ba defended twelve 
yo^rs hence. 

lb is not surprising that many United 
States citizens, when they re&eob upon the 
defenceless condition of the coast of their 
country, begin to fool nervous. A hostile 
fiaet could(^c an immense amount of dam- 
age to American seaports in a very short 
time. Many cities in which ia stored a vast 
amount of wealth^oould not make evon tho 
appearance of resistance to an attack made 
by ships of war. It aays a great deal for 
the wisdom of tho foreign policy of the Uni- 
ted States that no nation is disposed to take 
advantage of Its defenceless condition in 
this reapoct. We aro, however, not sur- 
prised that its Government has determined 
not to place implicit relianceany locgerontbe 
peaceful intentions or the forbearance of 
foreign nations. When the $48,000,000 are 
expended there will be no holding the tail- 
bwiatora. If they are ao warlike and defiant 
now what will they be then ?

betting against bis eaptnring both time and 
place honors was, before the race, avoided 
as apeoultttion ogainst a certainty, be rode 
but indifferently well nnd fiaished behind 
both tTohneon and Moody in three mlnucea 
woreu timo than that of his qualifying heat. 
The (rack was, howovor, soft and slow yes- 
terday, and tho big ftllow favo every evi- 
uuiics of having been given too mucli pre- 
liminary work.

ODTBAGIE BY BBLGHANS. 

An English Trader Shot In the Congo State— 
Tbe Kogllsh Press and People Boused. 

LoKDON, Aug. 31. — The shooting of an 
English trader named Slokea by the Jiol- 
glana under C:ipla<n Lothalro at Kilungo, 
near tho river Jiruwini, in the Congo Stale, 
Is regarded aa a serious matter and ia now 
being carefully diacuaaod by the French and 
Belgian goveromonte. Slokoa was acouaod 
of selling arms and ammunition to Chief 
KieboDge, with whom tho Belgiana are 
fighting, and was summarily executed. Tho 
English prcaa haa made a groat outcry over 
tho matter, declaring that nothing was 
proved agalnat Stokes, and that in any case 
tho exeoatlnn, while most irregular, was 
calculated to lower the prestige of Europeans 
in Africa. The Belgian goveinment is now 
awaiting Capt Lothaire'a explanation, but, 
in tbe meantime, Le Soir, of Brussels, has 
pablished a sensational statement to the 
effect that Stokes- had- no regular trial, and 
that Dr. Miohaux, who was attached to 
Captain Lothaire's expedition, protested 
atrungly against the British trader's 
execution, roue at -l o'clock in tho morning, 
begged LothaJro to toll him where Stokes 
was as he wanted to apeak to him, and that 
tho captain led tho doctor outside hia tent, 
whore he ahovved him StoUcs' body ewinging 
from a bamboo top. Le Soir adda that Dr. 
Miohaud v-'as so dieguetod that ho demanded 
to be allowed to return to Stanley Pool, as 
he would not remain a minute loujijor with 
tho expedition.
